Tha contest clearly was one between the govern¬ 
ment and the United Australia party. The Scullin 
platform demanded a mandate for national control 
of the banking policy of the Commonwealth, a cen¬ 
tralized form of government which would have meant 
the elimination of the state Parliaments, liberalization 
of the industrial arbitration system, and' various taxa¬ 
tion and tariff proposals. The opposition party led 
by Mr. Lyons waged vigorous warfare against what 
The London Times correspondent describes as the 
Scullin ministers' "orgy of tariffs,” which had shown 
that British interests “are thrown to the winds when 
they come into conflict with Australian policy." The 
government spokesmen retaliated that “their first 
loyalty must be to Australia and her industry, and 
they must be definitely pledged to protection." The 
platform of Mr. Lyons made it clear that the oppo¬ 
sition demanded there "should be an economically 
sound tariff, with affective British preference and in- 
tar-dominion reciprocity." Indeed, the result of the 
election is a blow to the high tariff cause in Australia. 

The .result also is looked upon as another en¬ 
couraging fector (hat promises well for the success of 
the forthcoming imperial Economic Conference. 
While the new government will not be an "Australia 
Second" goyerninent, the platform of Mr. Lyons ob¬ 
viously suggested to the Australian people that if 
inter-empire trade is to be expanded, the basis of all 
the discussions at Ottawa next summer will have to 
bo that of give-and-take. 

- Incidentally, there seems something fateful in the 
youmeyings of Australian Prime Ministers to Imperial 
Conferences. Mr. Hughes attended one in London 
in 1923 and fell by the wayside at the general 
election in the same year. Mr. Scullin was present a 
year ago; he will meet the next Australian Parliament 
on the left of Mr. Speaker.

The author, who signs hlmsslf Oliver 
Stowell, tells us In the first chapter that the 
people of this country, under stress of the preeep/ 
depression, marched 100,000 strong on Ottawa 
and demanded a commander-in-chief.

A CCORDING to Mr. Dafoe. Sir Clifford had a 
powerful, searching mind. The fact that he 
turned his back upon high office in ths Laurier 
Government because of the decision of his leader 
on the school question revealed algo his spirit of 
independence. 

"It was a necessity of his nature." says his 
biographer, "that he should do his own thinking 
and reach his own conclusions. In none of theee 
matters did he reach conclusions by calculation: 
there wax no careful balancing of advantage and 
disadvantage, of what was practicable and aafe 
with what was dangerous. It was on this point 
that so many of the judgments on the policies 
and actions of Slfton during ths whole of hla 
political career went wrong. He waa constitu¬ 
tionally incapable of pretending for the furthering 
of a political end. Hie political actions flowed 
direct-y from hie beliefs; and these were an In¬ 
tegral part of the man. not to be put ofl or on 
at the call of expediency, it never could be said 
of him. as was said of one of Oeorge Ill’s 
ministers, that *prlnclple with him was a kind of 
water ballast to be pumped In or out as required.' 
It was this inability to dissemble, coupled with an 
uncalculating readiness to make good his views 
by any recognised form of combat that made him, 
not the most successful politician of hie genera¬ 
tion. but in many respects tbe greatest individual 
political force of his time "

T UB UNPRECEDENTED rat* of expansion In ths 
Canadian West during the first decade of this 
century wax attributable to Sir Clifford's courage 
miut imagination as Minister of ths Interior In ths 
Laurier cabinet. As Mr. Dafoe says, well might 
Sifton have said when he laid down the powers 
and responsibilities of office: 7If you seek my 
monument look around.” He was truly the em¬ 
pire builder for the Western Canada of his period. 

Aa might be expected, the book Illumines 
many of the detail* of the political scene of 
Western Canada. When Slfton got into power, 
he saw the possibilities that lay for Canada as 
a whole In the settlement of the lands of Western 
Canada. At that time an area stretching from 
tbe International boundary line to north of Ed¬ 
monton was locked up in railway reserves, which 
were withheld from settlement because they could 
not be opened to homesteading until after the 
railway companies had made their selection. Slf¬ 
ton enforced the selections upoq ths railway com¬ 
panies. Then followed a development and settle¬ 
ment that was moat far-reaching. The national 
wealth and Income of the country as a whole 
Increased proportionately, since the development 
of the prairie provinces created markets for the 
products of Eastern Canada and for the lumber 
and fruit of British Columbia. 

Slfton'a aggressiveness In the direction of this 
development, frequently expoeed him to attack 
from his political opponents. But**hese attacks 
had no effect upon his policy which he pursued 
with characteristic energy to the end.

rpHS Countess’s memoirs say. In part: 

A "To-day this order of things le changing 
rapidly. The Labor Party does not sell peerages, 
or any of the more trifling honors that are so 
attractive to people who have the misfortune to 
be Insignificant naturally. Mr. Ramsey Mac¬ 
Donald is anxious to make peers, because he wants 
to secure some representation in the upper houses 
but he will give hie honors to suitable men; he 
will not sell them to the highest bidder. 

’“The old system was so blatant In Its method 
that I have known of men being called to the 
Central Offloe In order to advise about people of 
wealth, in the provincial cities, who might be 
approached with a hint that an honor would be 
given. (This wljl be denied Indignantly—the truth 
always le—but I do not write without knowledge.) 
I could. If I chose, ten of honote-that were given 
in return for cash payments that did not reach 
the party funds at all. but were Intercepted by 
the wives of mSn In high station. 

“I have no wish to make my book a chronlque 
ecandaleuse. though there is no woman In Eng¬ 
land who could do so more effectively If I had the 
mind. I would not say so much as I am saying 
now, about those among whom X was born and 
brought up. were It not (of the outcry that Txaa 
arisen against political ldvy of the trade unionists 
How la Labor, rich only in hope and unendowed, 
to support its candidates?

rpHERE are a number of stories In this volume 
A which throw an interesting light on Sir Clif¬ 
ford's personal qualities. To illustrate how ha 
loved to take chances. Mr. Dafoe tells how. when 


he moved from Ottawa to Toronto, he carried with 
him securities In the shape of bonds and deben¬ 
tures. 1 

"If air Clifford hut follow*) the cuatomary 
course," says Mr. Dafoe, "he would have turned 
the job over to the Trust Company, at the same 
time heavily insuring the securities; and the Trust 
Company would have transported them In a care¬ 
fully-guarded express car. But 81fton did the 
business differently. On a certain day he. in 
company with one of his eons, appeared at ths 
Trust Company in Ottawa with two suit -cases and 
a trunk, into which ths securities were shoveled.

ITL ship." This Is how Mr. Dafoe, who is editor 
of. The Winnipeg Free Frees, characterises his 
work, which the future historian will regard with 
respect and will use as a mine of valuable In¬ 
formation collected by a keen and well-informed 
observer. According to Prof. W. T. Allison, who 
reviews the book at length, if Canada’s nation- 
builders In the past had biographers as enthusi¬ 
astic and as well posted as Mr. Dafoe, we should 
hate to-day a far more Illuminating and an In¬ 
finitely more interesting record of our develop¬ 
ment as a nation.

rpHIB information is to be found in a new book 
A entitled "Englishmen at Rest and Flay: Some 
Phases of English Leisure. 1568-1714." by mem¬ 
bers of Wadham College (Oxford Frees. Toronto). 
From the same source we learn that English ale 
was not intoxicating until 1586. when hops were 
first Imported from Artois. The habit of drinking 
spirits was said to have been brought Into Eng¬ 
land by soldiers returning from the Netherlands 
during the reign of Elizabeth; but even so. the 
"aqua vitae" and other "strong waters" were used 
only by the wealthy and as cordials rather than aa 
ordinary drinks, at least until the time of the 
Restoration. About the time of the death of 
Queen Anne there came the Invention of "gin." 
distilled from home-produced malt and flavored 
with juniper berries, low in price and potent In 
its affects; and there followed an orgy of spirit- 
drinking beside which the drunkenness of tha 
early Stuart period seemed harmless and Insig¬ 
nificant. 


Galsworfhy's Latest 


T HE ENOLISH publishers have also deleted a 
letter from Queen Victoria to Gladstone In 
which she protested against the growth of "de¬ 
structive democracy." Queen Victoria. In this 
letter, declared she would not be the sovereign of 
a "democratic monarchy." Tha letter aa quoted 
In the American edition reads: 

"No one Is more truly liberal In her heart than 
the Queen, but she has always strongly depre¬ 
cated the great tendency of the present govern¬ 
ment to encourage instead of checking tbe stream 
of destructive democracy which has become so 
alarming. This It Is that, she must say justly, 
alarms the House of Lords, and all moderate 
people. To threaten the House of Lords that they 
will bring destruction on themselves Is. In fact, to 
threaten tha monarchy Itself. Another sovereign 
but herself must acquiesce In any alteration of 
the House of Lords. She will not be the sovereign 
of a democratic monarchy." 

A passage "in the American edition which re¬ 
ports Gladstone as believing that "it would have 
been s good thing if Queen Victoria had retired 
not later than the second Jubilee, of which he 
(Mr. Oladstone) did not approve" le left out of 
the English publication. Mr Oladstone. according 
to the Countess's memoirs as published, considered 
the Queen*e conduct " t oo Imperialistic" for a 
Liberal leader. 


J OHN GALSWORTHY'S "Maid In Waiting" le 
already on tha beet seller lists everywhere. This 
book, for a change, la not about the Forsytes, 
except that Fleur comes in aa a secondary figure. 
It la about an upper elaas English group which Is 
thrown Into consternation because a youthful 
member of the family has got Into a Jam in 
Bolivia, and ths plot hinges on ths way In which 
the clan unites to save the young man from jail. 

Chiefly, it seems to be a hymn to the nobility 
of the British ruling class. Every man In the book 
is very, very noble. There Is even an American 
in It. and he la notable, too. although of course 
not quite as noble. In the end this nobility gets 
a wee mite cloying. 

"Maid In Waiting" le written, of course, with 
all of Mr. Oalsworthy’s suavity and urbanity. It 
la published by Scribners and Mils for $2.60.

Hie horses, 
with Sir Clifford and the Slfton boys’ In charge, 
were familiar sights in ths world's great hone 
shows. They we real Richmond Royal Horae Show. 
Olympia. London. The Hague and Baumur in 1811 
and 1912; while appearances at the leading Okh- _ 
adlan and American shows were annual ev«hta. It' 
would be tedious to record the long register of hla 
winnings; but hie achievements at the National 
Horae Show in 1913 might be noted as his maxi¬ 
mum performance. Upon that occasion his horses 
carried off the championship In the heavyweights, 
the lightweights, the reserve class in middle- 
weightx, the hunt teem and tha high- jump. . . . 
If bualuess engagements permitted he handled 
his string himself at the horns shows, and was 
relentless and determined In fighting for honore. 
Five o'clock in the morning 'echoollnge" of the 
horeee and their riders were not rarities on these 
occasions. Much of the riding waa done by him¬ 
self and his sons. Thus the winning hunt team 
at the Royal Horae Show In Toronto In 1923 was 
ridden by Sir Clifford and his two sons Victor 
and Clifford.

Mrs. Jackson was a later Harriet 
Beecher Stowe, only she was spokeswoman not 
v«w »ufrrt slaves but for tha Indiana of Oali- 
fornla. Her internet in the . Indians was first 
aroused by a public lecture In Boston In which 
three tribesmen described how they and their 
brethren had been evicted from their lands. 
Mrs. Jackson was so stirred that she wrote a 
book on tha Indian question entitled "A Century 
of Dishonor." 

The publication of this work resulted In her 
appointment as one of two apodal commissioners 
to examine and report on the Mission Indians 
of California. The report of this commission 
was Ignored by the American government, so 
Mrs. Jackson embodied her findings in the form 
of a novel. 

Thus "Ramona” was given to the world in 
1884 and. like "Uncle Tom's Cabin." was an 
immediate success. Mrs. Jackson did not live 
to enjoy her fame. Bhe died of malarial fever 
In the earns year. Her publishers report that 
"Ramona" has had at least 134 printings and 
that Its total sals is over 400,000 copies, It la 
•till selling about 10,000 copies each year. Tha

T HE FACT that Lord Kilbracken has celebrated 
his eighty-fourth birthday. whUe newspapers 
ware reviewing his reminlsoences reminds a con¬ 
temporary of "the vitality of certain men who 
have taken late In life W writing." 

The inference would appear to be that tha 
"gentle art" of letters posseeese .qualities of re¬ 
juvenation and la conducive to lengthened days 
Possibly, for the keener the Interests of old age 
tbe stronger tha bold on life. 

Certainly there are a good many men of ad¬ 
vanced years now living who began writing, or 
reminiscencing, late In life. There Is, for example, 
the Marquis of Huntly who. in collaboration with 
his wilt, has published two volumes of memoirs 
during the past few yean, and who has now, 
almost finished a book dealing with "coinci¬ 
dences." And ha also la eighty-four. 

Then then is the Marquis of Aberdeen, who 
has reached a similar span of years and keeps on 
writing and broadcasting. Again, Lord Oralg- 
myle. who la eighty-two. has just produced an¬ 
other drama In vane, dealing this time with

season as he afterwards elaborated It In hi, 
"Christmas Books."

purely traditionary, handed down by word of 
mouth from one generation of players to another, 
and no doubt undergoing strange metamorphoses 
in the process.

THE CABOL-SINGERH 

Carol-singing represents another popular side 
of Christmas. The original carol was s kind of 
round dance, and this was the general meaning 
of the word "carol" In Chaucer’s time. But It 
cams also to mean a song, and so specifically a 
Christmas carol. These carols probably were con¬ 
nected with the "mystery plays" staged In the 
churches of medieval times, but at any rate the 
carol differed from a hymn in being allowed a 
very much greater freedom of treatment, even 
whan the Nativity Itself was sung of. But the 
carols I recall were simply comparatively modern 
hymns, of which the popular favorites were 
"While Shepherds Watched Their Flocks By Night" 
and that fin j “Christians, Awake I Salute the 
Happy Morn" to the tune beloved of Yorkshire 
folk. 

To get the setting at this carolling one‘has to 
picture the countryside whits with snow, the Utils 


nursery ballads, which are stUl published and 
whose early editions are much sought after. 
Caldecott's work has never been equaled or sur¬ 
passed in Its own field. He made rural England 
of the eighteenth century Use permanently In 
his cheery spirited sketches. They portray with 
vigorous touch the countryside with all its charms 
of woodland, copse and hedgerow, of ploughed 
field and pasture, of quaint farm-steading and 
ivied church; with Its outdoor spotts and Indoor 
games. Its Ufa from the Hall to the cottage. Old 
and young, high and low, all portrayed with a 
touch at once good-natured and Individual. 

Now the Squire lb Irving's Christinas picture 
is s lover of the old ways which were already fast 
disappearing to his sorrow: when "the old halls 
of castles and manor-houses were thrown open 
at daylight; when the tables were covered with 
beef and brawn and humming ale; when the harp 
and the carol resounded all day long, and when 
rich and poor were alike welcome to enter and 
make marry." And the Squire thought these old 
ways ware the surest way to make "the peasant 
fond of his house and of his lord. . . . They mads 


Joyment. . . . The old manor-house almost reeled 
with mirth and wassail, echoing back the Joviality 
of long-departed years." 

In a note Irving afterwards answered some who 
had questioned the modernity of his festivities by 
saying that he had witnessed "almost all the 
customs described, existing in unexpected vigor 
in the skirts of Derbyshire and Yorkshire where 
he passed the Christmas holidays." 

Fifteen years after Irving celebrated the hos¬ 
pitality of Bracebrtdge Hall, Charles Dickens took 
the world by storm with Pickwick Papen—"the 
breviary of kindly meh." Among the various 
scenes of the activities of the Corresponding Pick¬ 
wickian* the Christmas holidays at Manor Farm, 
Dlngley Dell, hold their own with the best. 

First there Is Christmas Eve, when Mr. Pick¬ 
wick was kissed under the mistletoe by the whole 
body of young ladles, separately and individually: 
“a pleasant thing It waa to see Mr. P. in the 
centra of the group, now pulled this way. and 
then that, and first klas$d on the chin, and then 
on the nose, and then on the spectacles: and to 
hear the peals of laughter which were raised on 
every side." Then there was the wassail bowl and 
the carol and the Christmas story, to say nothing 
of games, good old-fashioned games such as blind- 
man's-buff and snapdragon. 

Christmas Day with Mr. Winkle's exhibition of 
skating and Mr. Pickwick's of sliding with the 
latter gentleman's narrow escape from drowning 
keeps the hero still in the centre of the scene, 
though it ta from his bed he presides over that 
festival in. his, honor with whieh the Pickwickian 
holidays close. 

But It ta not so much by Christmas in Pick¬ 
wick that Dickens ta remembered, and remem¬ 
bered gratefully. It ta rather in his "Christmas 
Books”: "A Christmas Carol." "The Chimes," "The 
Cricket On the Hearth." “The Battle of Life." and 
"The Haunted Man." I believe the Influence of 


"The time draws gear the birth of Christ: 

The moon is hid; ths^nlght is still; 

The Christmas hells from hill to hill 
Answer each other in the mist. 

"Four voices of four hamlets round.

One of his songs, "The Christ¬ 
mas Bella." begins:

And dream the past in present times. 

There ta s story In the Bells 
That comes in whtape/s through the air: 

Of Love to some their music tails. 

They sigh to others of despair." 

WeU. In many a heart this Christmas time the

Christmas is pre-eminently an English festival.

TEN YEARS OF TEDIOUS CARE CAUSE OF 
HIGH PRICE FOR CHERISHED ORCHIDS 


By JAMRB F. DON ABLE 

r l YOUNO debutant* and hop- 
attending eo-ed think of orchids 
only In regard to thair beauty. But 
It le the father who le introducing hie 
daughter to society and the young 
■wain whose love is greeter than hla 
flnanoM who want to know what 
makes orchids coat so much. 

The chief reason for the high price 
of orchids is the length of time re¬ 
quired to develop blooms directly from 
e es d a . says A. J. Neill, orchid expert 
and general manager of Thoms Young 
nurseries In the eaat. 

"From seven to ten years are re¬ 
quired from the time the million or 
more seeds of a single orchid eeed pod 
are germinated until one eeed produees 
a flower.” he explains. 

"The seeds are taken from the pod 
and placed In a tube filled with agar, 
a Jelly-ilka substance obtained from 
seaweed, and sugar. In this substance 
tha tiny seeds, no larger than a pin 
bead, live for about nine months, after 
which they begin to germinate. 

GROW BY BLOW STAGES 
"When the seeds sprout they are re¬ 
moved with a platinum needle and 
about 100 of them are placed In a tiny 
pot filled with fibrous peat soil. Here 
they are left for about a year. The 
100 seeds are then divided into two 
lots of fifty an* plaoed In slightly 
larger pots to give them more room to 
grow. 

"A year In this stage and they are 
again divided in hall and placed In 
■lightly larger pots. Bo the prooeea 
goes on until the 100 seeds are in 100 
teparale pots, each holding a single 
plant.” 

During this proosa s the orchid plant 
must receive extreme care. Its leaves 
must be carofuUp dusted at regular ( 
Intervals. Constant temperature 
ranging from 66 to 00 degrees must be 
maintained. 

"It can easily be seen why a single 
orchid bloom will sell from 89 to 890 
when this much ears extending over 
a period as long as ten yean Is neces¬ 
sary before one of the tiny seeds pro¬ 
duces a flower." Neill aaya. 

FOUND IN SOUTH AMERICA 
• The h^tory of the orchid la com¬ 
paratively recent." Neill adds. "One 
of the flnt record* of Its commercial¬ 
isation came when a young English 
collector, (a searching the Jungles and 
mountains of the Andean countries in 
South America, found a rare bloom

and sent it to a man named Cattley. 
In England. 

"This grower developed the flower 
and to-day the 'Cattleya* le the chief 
oommecclal variety. From this plant 
and others breeders have produced 
1,600 families and several hundred 
varieties of each family." 

Early collectors experienced extreme 
difficulty In collecting the orchid. It 
grew in dangerous localities In Pan¬ 


ama. Colombia. Beuador and other 
tropical countires at aa high an altl- 
tuda as 10.000 feet. 

Numerous hostile tribes resented the 
Inroads ol orchid hunters. Animal and 
Insect dangers lurked everywhere. The 
plants sometimes grew In high trees 
and were protected by hordes at sting¬ 
ing ants. 

But many types were brought back 
from the tropics to be Introduced In 


Bngland. Germany. France and the 
United States. 

One of the finest examples Is the 
South American chine la. with petals 
reaching a length of three fact. An¬ 
other type la the white moth orchid 
of the Philippines, produced an a long, 
pendant spray. 

The tiger orchid of Central and 
South America la also of tha spray 
typo, and Is yellow with reddish brown 
ban. suggesting the color of the tiger. 

Panama Bee produced an orchid 
which is sate 80 be the moat Interest¬ 
ing of all. It Is the dove orchid and 
grows an the ground. It la produced 
on spikes two or three feet long, and 
within its petals Is shaped a dove ready 
to alight. 

Another popular Panama orchid la 
the bueket, or "ant-neat" orchid. Ante 
nestle in the flhrour roots of the 
plant. They aM of the stinging variety. 
They repulse moat Intruders and ool- 
lectora by charging and Inflicting a 
severe sting. The flower of this plant 
lg a us pended in the shape of a bucket. 

"Another reason why orchids are so 
expensive In the United States is th* 
bad plaoed. on the importation of 
plants from foreign countries." Neill 
continue*. "It was found that some 
of thaae plants were Infected with a 
disease which might harm orchids and 
other plants grown In this country. 
The result la that growers must take 
th* long process of growing flowers 
from seed." 

The orchid le a very hardy flower. 
It will keep, with cere, for about a 
week or ten days. Aa the color of the 
flower le contained mainly In the 
‘ Thrtiat and SAtom petal, tin eKncT 
way Jtp wear It la right aide up. and not 

* In’ an inverted position. 

“In the latter way." Neill explains, 
"tha petals have a tendency to droop 
and hide all of the delicate tints. Care 
should also be taken, when wearing 
these flowers at a dance, to wear them 
on the right shoulder. This prevents 
them being crushed by the clasp of 
the partner."

preciated the world over. It Is rare 
i and therefore desirable. It te artistic- 
I ally designed, being lacy and fringed, 
i Its colors are so diversified aa to

After two or three 
families have been raised during the summer, and 
the autumnal supply of food has Men exhausted 
the robin makes his winter hoipe In the vicinity of 
some bouse, preferably the garden, and until 
spring comes he looks on this as hla own par¬ 
ticular and private preserve. For, like many small 
and apparently pafmifsa birds, the robin will 
fight oh slight.provocation 

He la no relation of our large American “robin.* 
but le aptfee relation of our warblers, who. by the 
way. w*r# written of and illustrated in a number 
OT-Yhe National Ocographle Magazine under the 
'title "Friend* of Our Forests.” and It la there

Important of all our birds, and In their own field 
render man unequaled service,'' But Robin red¬ 
breast gdea beyond that, for as Iaaak Walton says, 
"th* honest robin loves mankind both alive and 
dsM." The latter part of tha sentence refer*, at 
course, to the old story of the Babes In the Wood, 
which again has the Inspiration of a beautiful 
epttaph by Herrick, the seventeenth century 
singer: 

“Laid out for dead, let thy last kindness be 
— With leaves and moas-work for to cover me:

Bing thou my dirge, eweet-warbllng chorister! 

For epitaph, in foliage, next write this'.

The las* throe lines refer te the White Paternoster, 
long a familiar child's bedtime prayer. And 
W or ds wor t h's lines recall how the good Bishop 
Hall In hie “Meditations'* speaks of a robin that 
came into hla room and there sat and sang, 
shaming him (so he meditated by hla music with 
Its trustfulness and etiserlulneoa. ^ 

By th* aide ' Herrick • epitaph on himself j 
with its appeal to the robin we can place no 
epitaph on the little bird by Samuel Rogers which 
la quatatiy charming: 

"Tread lightly here, fee hero, tie eald. 

When piping winds are hushed around. 


A small note wakes from underground. 

Where now hla tiny bones are laid. 

No more in lone or leafless groves. 

With ruffled wing and faded breast, . 

Hla friendless, homeless spirit roves; 

Oone to the world where bird* are blest! 

Where never cat glides o'ar the green. 

Or school-boy's giant form la seen; 

But love, and Joy. and smiling Spring 

Inspire their little souls to sing." 

There has always been a feeling in Orest 
Britain against caging robins, and th* feeling has 
crystalloid into the superstition that Ul-luck went 
with the little victim. Still they have not been 
unknown, snd Gilbert White speaks of one at 
Belborne that used to sing at night when the 
candles ware lit. Another superstition saw in the 
flight of one into a hoyse an omen of approaching 
death to one of the family. Perhaps both may 
have been connected with the old story of the 
Babes in th* Wood: the birds' relation to death 
made them harbingers of Its coming. However 


that may be. there can be little doubt that tha 
story of thair oar* and pity for th* htUe lost and 
dying anas 1a inextricably mingled with affection 
and pity for the robins, though which Is cause and 
which effect Is impossible o ofdeclalon. William 
All Ingham, tha Irish poet, concludes a vary pretty 
child-song with this verse: 

"The fireside for the cricket.
